One of the most perplexing 8 problems 


chat beset the path of the League of 


Nations is the language question. 
The Peace Congress at Paris, in 
1919, brought together probably the 
most polyglot assembly since the 
building of the Tower of Babel. Most 
of the delegates had a smattering of 
French—much of it of the school of Strat- 
ford-atte-Bowe—but the Americans re- 
joiced in their ignorance of all languages 
save English, and refused resolutely to 
conduct negotiations in any other tongue. 
As a result not only of their insistence, but 
of the presence of so many delegates from 
the British Dominions, English was 
adopted, with French, as an official 
language by the Congress. All speeches, 
in whatever language they might be de- 
livered, were translated immediately into 
French and English—a process which 
occupied much valuable time; and, 
although the Americans were satisfied, 
many of the other delegates found some 
difficulty in making themselves acquainted 
with the drift of the speeches. When the 
League of Nations was formed French 
and English remained the official 
languages of debate. Germany’s entry 
into the fold, however, created a demand 


flitch for the adoption of German as a third 


official medium, and no sooner had the 
Berlin Delegation made its request than 
the Italians, ever jealous of national 
dignity, followed suit. Then some of the 
Seuth American States called for official 
acknowledgment of Spanish, and a condi- 
tion arose in which some measure of 
simplification became urgent. 

Now a device has been contrived which 
promises to solve the problem, and to 
create a totally new system of transla- 
tion, Henceforward every delegate to the 
League will be provided with light 
„ headphones,” similar to those which 
are used in conjunction with “ broad- 
casting” sets. A trained corps of trans- 
lators will be in the room, comprising 
experts in every language that is spoken 
by the delegates, and, as every speaker 
delivers his address, his remarks will be 
whispered into microphones by the inter- 
preters in the language of the delegation 
which they are serving. The system has 
been brought to such a pitch of perfection 
that no delegate will be able actually to 
hear the speaker, who will be seen by 
everybody ; but the interpreter’s whispered 
translation will be amplified in such a 
way as to enable the individual listener 
to follow every word of the speech in 
his own tongue. An elaborate arrange- 
ment of silencers will operate in 
such a way that a sudden arrival in 
the room will hear nothing but the 
speaker's actual words. This system will 
make an enormous difference to the work 
of the League of Nations, although at 
the beginning mistakes may happen. 
A Chinese delegate may be provided 
with a Lithuanian “headphone,” or 
a delegate from the Irish Free State may 
be compelled to heer a speech by Herr 
Stresemann in Hungarian.

| There is commercial loss, also, in the pass- 


ing of Ireland's trees. A world shortage 
of timber is at hand, and in a few years’ 
time the wise proprietors who have pre- 
served their trees, or planted fresh crops, 
will reap. a handsome profit. Timber will 
rise in price, and every standing tree will 
become a thing of value. England, too, is 
losing her wood. Last week it was 
announced in thé House of Commons that 
in nine months over 16,000 trees had 
been cut down in the New Forest alone. 
Throughout the world a similar process 
goes on unchecked. It is estimated that 
in twenty years, if timber consumption 
continues to increase at its present rate, 
the great bulk of the world’s available 
supplies will be exhausted. Timber now 
is needed in smaller measure for the 
furniture and building trades than for the 
manufacture of paper and of artificial silk. 
In the production of a ton of artificial 
silk seven tons of timber are destroyed, 
and the use of this fabric is increasing 
rapidly. The indigenous pine woods of 
Russia and Canada now are the chief re- 
servoirs of forest produce, but these 
sources of supply are dwindling apace—in 
Canada alone over 16,000,000 tons of 
timber are consumed every year in the 
making of “newsprint’’ paper. Of the 
822,000,000 acres of virgin forest once pos- 
sessed by the United States of America, 
it is estimated, says a correspondent of 
the Daily Telegraph, that only 137,000,000 
acres remain. In Brazil forests exist so vast 
that a distance equal to that from Dublin 
to Rome can be travelled within 
the shade of the same vast wood. These 
mighty reserves, however, are too far re- 
moved from the great highways of trans- 
port to be of. substantial use to a world 
that now hungrily devours wood by the 
million tons. South America, like New 


„Zealand, Australia and South Africa, im- 


ports huge quantities of forest produce, 
year by year, from the Northern hemi- 
sphere. Australia and New Zealand, 
however, are pioneers in timber economy. 
In Australia the cutting down of forests 
is controlled, and forest areas are care- 
fully defined. In New Zealand large 
numbers of private investors have placed 
money at the State’s disposal for the pro- 
motion of scientific forestry. Sir Joseph 
Cook, High Commissioner for Australia, 
has appealed for a far-reaching Empire 
afforestation scheme, and contends that 
the development with careful foresight o 
the Empire’s timber-producing resources 
would enable the States of the British 
Commonwealth to pay the whole of their 
national debts in thirty years. 


Rumania’s Crisis. 


During recent months Rumania has won 
some space in the newspapers through the 
affairs of its royal family. King 
Ferdinand has been the victim of a long 
and grave illness; Queen Marie, an adept 
in the arts of publicity,“ has paid an 
exuberant visit to the United States; 
their son, Prince Carol, by reason of his 
matrimonial aberrations, has sacrificed his 
title to the throne. No doubt, some of 
these matters, perhaps all of them, have 
helped to provoke the new political crisis 
in Rumania. Last week General Averescu, 
the Prime Minister, resigned, and now 
the King has charged Prince Barbu 
Stirbey to form a Government of 
National Concentration. Probably we 
may find the direct cause of General 
Averescu’s fall in the collapse of his 
alliance with the brothers Bratianu, who 
are the most powerful persons in Rumanian 
politics. M. Ion Bratianu was Liberal 
Prime Minister until fifteen months ago, 
when he resigned, with the intention to 
resume office at his own convenience. 
Apparently he desires to resume it now, 
and has met unexpected resistance from 
General Averescu, whom he had installed 
as his temporary successor. The General 
refused to resign—on the plausible ground 
that he had a large majority in Parlia- 
ment—and he went so far as to confiscate 
newspapers which failed to share his 
views. Nevertheless, after a short struggle 
the Bratianu influence prevailed, and M, 
Ion Bratianu will control the new Cabinet 
through its Prime Minister, Prince 
‘Stirbey, who is his relative by marriage. 
The overthrow of General Averescu is 
attributed publicly-by the Liberals to his 
foreign policy, which was hostile to France 
and favoured Italy; for Rumania, watch- 
ing Affairs im Albania, begins to fear 
Signor Mussolini's ambitions. Behind the

CAME. TO IRELAND.

Perhaps, it was because they had so little 
else to do. The shadow of the Famine years 
of 1846-1847 was already over the land; he 
could not get change for a pound note in 
many shops. In the Cork Post Office he had

from London. Meal was being distributed to 
the poor once a week. There was little work. 
The wages of a labourer was tenpence a day. 
In the Dundalk Institution boarders were 
taken ion, oe Sewanee fee of 2 unds 
a year, the day boys paying ten shillings a 
quarter. The "distant or e hiefly — 
milk and butter, meat being given twice a 
week. 

He stayed for some time with Charles 
Lever, then residing at Templeogue House, 
near Dublin, where he met several Fellows of 
Trinity College.

„FAUST“ AT THE CORINTHIAN. 


This week's film at the Corinthian Cinema, 
Dublin, is a wonderful production, but it is 
no more Goethe's Faust than it is 
Shakespeare’s ‘‘ Hamlet. Like all Ufa films, 
it is distinguished by magnificent photo- 
graphy. The Germán firm has devel a 
camera technique that has no paraliel in 
cinematography, and if Faust does not 
rise to the heights of technical excellence 
that marked Metropolis,” it has reached a 
very high artistic standard. From that point 
of view it must be ranked among the best 
films that have been seen in Dublin; but 
why do its promoters tell us that it is 
Goethe, even in an adapted form? 

The rs are the same. Faust is 
the old professor who regains his youth; 
Mephisto is Satan incarnate; Gretchen wears 
the two ty Gonne plaits that corpulent 
prime donne have worn in every production 
of the Gounod opera since it was written; 
Martha and Valentine are old friends. But 
there, or sell there,. the connection . with 
Goethe ends. Ufa has set out to give usa 
Faust of its own—a bit of Goethe, a 
bit of Marlowe, a bit of Gounod, and a good 
deal of Ufa. It has succeeded remarkabl 
well, as it succeeds in . to whi 
it puts its very capable hands; but we 
wonder how the film was recei in Ger- 
many, where Goethe's Faust is as 
as the bible. 

Faust sells his soul to the devil in order 
to save his townsfolk from a nasty attack 
of the plague. He has a hectic career of 
sensual experiments in places like Parma 
before he es entangled with the inno- 
cent Gretchen, who is found afterwards wan- 
dering in a snowstorm with a dying baby in 
her arms, and the producer, apparently at a 
loss to stage a fitting denouement, solves his 
2 by burning the two lovers at the 
stake. 

The discrepancies in the story, however, 
soon are forgotten in the presence of some 
superb acting. Camilla Horn, as ite, 
surpasses even Brigitte Helm of Metro- 
polis in the intensity of her work. From 
start to finish she is convineing. At times 
tere are situations that easily might descend 
t- bathos, but Fräulein Horn vever loses 
her grip, and the result is a very striking 
study. Mephisto is played Emii Jannings 
When first. appears reminds one 
rather of a bibulous old lady in a Sean 
— có mé than of the haughty son of the 
morning; but, afterwards when he dons the 
conventional. costume of Mephistopheles with 
the slanted ‘eye-brows and the long feather 
in his cap he becomes more akin to the real 
thing. Jennings ings has a marvellous face. At 
one moment he is the sinister spirit from the 
underworld, at the next the bon vireur 
without a trace of malice in his nature, He 
laughs; sneers, ogles, cajoles, winces in 
horror, and wobbles in Falstaffian glee with 
astonishing versatility; but for all that—for 
all his jus in the art of the film, he is 
not Mephisto.

quickly mounting. The first direct flight 
acróss the Atlantic was made by the late 
Sir John Alcock and Sir J. Whitten 
Brown, when they crossed in June, 1919 
from Newfoundland to Ireland, a distance 
of 1,890 miles. In January, 1926, Com.

Last Saturday, just before the opening of 
the competitions, a D.H. 37 Nimbus 
plane, with Major H. Hemming as pilot, 
and Mr. Claude St John Plevins, an 
undergraduate of Cambridge University, 
in the passenger seat, stalled and crashed 
from a height of 50 feet, and Mr. Plevin« 
died from his injuries.

It was agreed to continue, but 
the pilots insisted upon the number of 
entrants in each heat being restricted to 
three. 

Lady Bailey and Mrs. Eliott-Lynn took 
part in two of the races. Passengers were 
as numerous as before, and there were 
queues of people waiting to go up in the 
air.

MACHINES IN FLAMES.

BOURNEMOUTH, Monday. 


From the Grand Stand on the racecourse 
I witnessed the accident. Twelve machines 
started in the first race of the day for the 
Medium Power Handicap.
